to 
ss-year-old

vorcee and his 12-year-old 
grand 
niece. 


The opinion by 
Chief 
Justice 


Griffin Smith re'versed a 
Saline 
circuit jury judmgent .'or Cox and 
W. A. Ragan. the divorcee, in a 
suit brought by the child's iv.Mher, 
Maggie Ragan of \Vulf City. Tex., 
for $15.000 actual damages 
and 


$35,000 mmitive damages. 


The Supreme Court's decision to- 


day was the second issued in ihe 
case — the other having been ren-/ 
dered a year ago. Mrs. Ragan then 
sued W. A. Ragan. Cox and W. W. 
Beeson. Hot Soring county clerk. 
The Saline circuit court dismissed 
the complaint on iheir demurrers 
and the Supreme Court last year 
sustained the demurrer as io Bee- 
son but ordered trial of ihe case 
as to Ragan and Cox. The high 
court held that Beeson. who issued 
the license in Hot Spring county, 
could not be sued in Saline county 
for an official act in his county. 


In the second trial, on which to- 
day's opinion was based. 
Ragan 
pleaded mental incompetencey and 
Cox based his defense on the in- 
formation that the child was 
18 
years old. They jury found _or Ra- 
gan and Cox. 


"As to Ragan, it is sufficient to 


say that the evidence 
is 
insuf- 


ficient to show an absence of that 
mental sufficiency it was sought 
to ' impute to the fifty-two-year-old 
divorcee, 
thereby 
causing 
him 


without sufficient thought volition 
to seek as his wife a relative Who 
had not reached the urst of 
her 
'teens."-She-court said. 


"In the circumstances 
of 
this 
case the pretended marriage x x x 
was x x x a complete nullity. What 
effect the ceremony might have 
had upon any. marriage 
status 


claimed by Louise (the child) does 
not enter into the discussion x x. 


"Our holding, therefore, is: (A) 


that Ragan's fraudulent

by 


the term 'marriage' and x x x (B") 
that if Cox negligently contributed 
to a status whereimder Uhe child* 
was subjected to injury and indig- 
nities, he is accountable to her. 
and the cause should be retried on 
its merits, under proper instruc- 
tions, and in a manner not incon- 
sistent with this opinion."

Vets Don't 
Have Super 
Seniority 


Washington, May 27 — MV-The 


Supreme Court today decided vet- 
erans do not have "superseniority" 
rights to their prewar jobs. 


The decision came on a suit by 


Abraham Fishgold, 
a 
Brooklyn 


welder and war veteran. 


He contended that under the Se- 


lective Service act, he 
was 
en- 


titled to regular work for one year 
on his old job with the Sullivan 
Drydock and Repair Corporation- 
even though that would require lay- 
ing off a non-veteran worker with 
greater seniority. 


Justice Douglas 
delivered 
the 


court's 6-1 decision. Justice Black 
wrote a dissent. Justice Jackson 
took no part. 


The 
Justice 
Department 
ap- 


pealed on behalf of Fishgold con- 
tending that Congress intended a 
veteran to have unlimited 
right 


to one year's reemploymenl at his 
old job. regardless of seniority .or 
greater skill of olhcr workers who 
did not go into the service. 


The CIO Marine and Shipbuild- 


ing Workers Union said such 
a 


view of the act would cause con- 
flict with union bargaining con- 
tracts 
based 
on 
seniority and 


would "upset the whole fabric of 
industrial relations." 


Fishgold worked a I the Sullivan 


plant four and one half 
months 


before he was inducted in May, 
1943. 
He was discharged from the 


army in July, 1944, and went back 
to his old job. Work slackened and 
he was laid off for nine davs. Non- 
veterans continued at work. 


Fishgold sued the company in 


U. S. district court and won $86— 
nine days' pay. The 
union 
ap- 


pealed to the federal circuit court 
in New York City and won 
re- 


versal of the district court 
deci- 
sion. 


The circuit court said Congress 


intended that a veteran was to be 
assured of his job for a year, but 
that the place to which he 
was 


restored was to be subject to the 
=nme conditions as those affecting 
his prewar job.

grade school pupils arc encounter- 
ing pressure to switch to use of 
the right hand. 


If your child prefers to use his 


left hand, do not interfere with his 
choice, and do not permit anyone 
else to do so. 


Left-handed persons arc not in- 


ferior to the right-handed. A few

SENATE AND HOUSE OF RFP-

OF ARKANSAS, a majority of all 
the members elected to each House 
ayieeing thereto: 


That the following is hereby pro- 


posed 
as an amendment to the 


Constitution of the State of Arkan- 
sas, and upon being submitted to 
the electors of the Stale for ap- 
proval or rejection at the next gen- 
eral election for Representatives 
and Senators, if a majority of the 
electors vet ins thereon, at such an 
election, adopt

amendment,
